Subject: Review of anti-dumping duty concerning imports of Styrene 

Butadiene Rubber(SBR) from Japan, USA,Taiwan,Turkey and 
Korea RP. 


No. 34/WOOO-DGAD. — In pursuance of a petition filed by M/s Synthetics 
and Chemicals Etd. , Mumbai, on behalf of the domestic industry, the 
Designated Authority under the Customs Tariff (Amendment) Act, 1995 
and Customs Tariff(Identification, Assessment and collection of Anti- 
Dumping Duty on dumped articles and determination of injury) Rules,1995, 
notified Final Findings vide Notification No. 30/1/97-ADD dtd. 2.6.1999 in 
the' matter of dumping of SBR(herein after also referred to as the subject 
goods) orginating in or exported from Japan, USA, Taiwan, Turkey and 
Korea RP (herein after also called the subject countries). Pursuant to these 
Final Findings, Ministry of Finance(Department of Revenue), vide their 
Notification No. 107/99-Customs dtd. 24.8.1999, notified the imposition of 
Final anti dumping duty on SBR of different grades in 1500,1700 and 1900 
series falling under Customs Sub-heading No. 4002.19 of the Customs Tariff 
Act, originating in or exported from the subject countries. 

2. The Automotive Tyre Manufacturers Association(ATMA) and M/s 
Rishiroop Polymers Pvt. Ltd., Mumbai requested for review of anti-dumping 
duty imposed on import of SBR under Rule 23 of the Customs 
Tarifr(ldentification, Assessment and coUection of Anti-Dumping Duty on 
dumped articles and determination of injury) Rules,1995 and in accordance 
with the Trade Notice No. 1/99 dtd. 21.4.99 issued by the Ministry of 
Commerce 

3. ATMA in their capacity as importer of the subject goods has 
requested for review of the anti dumping duty imposed on the subject goods 
on the ground that there is only one manufacturer in India of the product 
concerned, i.e., M/s Synthetic & Chemicals Limited, Bareilly, UP and this 
company has stopped production completely from July 1999. With the 
stoppage of production by the sole SBR manufacturer in India, there is no 
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domestic industry in as much as remedy to domestic industry through Anti¬ 
dumping Duty is concerned. Under the circumstances, only the user 
industries are financially burdened by the continuation of Anti-dumping 
Duty. 

4. Rishiroop Polymers Pvt. Ltd., in their own capacity as an importer of 
the subject goods and on behalf of M/s Korea Kumho Petrochemicals 
Company Ltd. (the exporter of the subject goods) as their registered 
authorised representative, have requested for initiation of review of the Anti 

' Dumping duty oh SBR in the critical changed circumstances in which the 
domestic industry, i.e. M/s Synthetics and Chemicals Ltd., constituting the 
sole producer of SBR in India for 1502 and 1712 grades has not been in 
operation for over a year and there is no domestic production of the same. 

5. The domestic industry. M/s Synthetics and Chemicals Ltd., in their 
submission, have not denied the stoppage of their production since July, 
1999. 


6. On the basis of prima-facie evidence of the changed circumstances 
available, the Designated Authority, under the Customs Tariff (Amendment) 
Act, 1995 and under Rule 23 of the Customs Tariff (Identification, 
Assessment and Collection of Anti Dumping Duty on dumped articles and 
for determination of injury) Rules, 1995, initiates review of the anti 
dumping duty imposed on the subject goods pursuant to the Final Findings 
notified vide Notification No. 30/1/97-ADD dtd. 2.6.1999. 

7. Product under consideration ; Product under consideration in the 
present case is Styrene Butadiene Rubber(SBR) of 1500, 1700 and 1900 
series classified under Customs Sub-heading No. 4002.19 of the Customs 
Tariff Act, originating in or exported from the subject countries. The 
classification is however only indicative and is not binding on the scope of 
the present review. 

8. Period of investigation ; The period of investigation for the purpose of 
the present review is 1st July,1999 to 30“" June, 2000. 

9. Known exporters and importers and the domestic industry are being 
addressed separately so as to obtain relevant information in the form and 
manner prescribed. Other interested parties are advised to make their 
submissions relevant to the investigation in the prescribed form and manner 
to :

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10. Time Limit : Any information relating to present investigation 
should be sent in writing so as to reach the authority at the address 
mentioned above not later than 40 days from the date of publication of this 
notification. The known exporters and importers who are being addressed 
separately are however, required to submit the information within 40 days 
from the date of letter addressed to them separately. The Designated 
Authority, in no circumstances, willrgrant to the interested parties extension 
of time for their response. 

11. In terms of Rule 6(7) any interested party may inspect the public file 
containing non-coniidential versions of the evidence submitted by other 
interested parties after expiry of time limit set out. 

12. In case any interested party refuses access to or otherwise does not 
provide necessary information within the stipulated period, or signiflcantly 
impedes the investigation, the Authority may record its findings on the basis 
of the facts available to it and make such recommendations to the Central 
Government as deemed fit.
